CHIEF GAMB 
MAKES ATTACK 
ON PROFITEERS

Urges Every Suspicious Fire Be 
Scrutinized More Closely 
Than Ever Before 


TORONTO, July 28.—An attack on 
profiteers was mgde by 
Gamber, of the State fire marshal's 
association, in an address before the 
Fire Chiefs’ association here today. 

“During the last year incendiary 
fires nave been very few,” said Mr. 
Gamber, “business has been too good 
for incendiarism because, of the high 
price levels. T need hardly tell you 
that there are- hundreds and _ thou- 
sands of firms and individuals wao 
cannot stand a sharp break in prices. 
Their profits are built on inflation. 
They include many factories ‘which 
were equipnad dur 
and thrived because commodities of 
every sort have brought unheard of 
prices. 

“Many merchants are said to be 
overstocked also, and we know that 
warehouses are stocked too, burst- 
ing with food and clothing. But in- 
formation trickles out that epeculat- 


‘ors have overplayed tneir game, They 
\will be victims of their own greed 


and obliged to disgorge at a loss, But 
will they? Fire insurance compan- 
jer are frankly disturbed. 

“Let us prepare to meet the emer- 
gency. Every suspicious fire should 
be scrutinized more closely than ever 
before. Conservation must be en- 
couraged and the prison door left 
open for those deserving them.” 

To alleviate tne housing conditions, 
the speaker said  2.139,000 homes 
should be constructed before 1926.

WHEREABOUTS UNKNOWN 


Treaty is to Be Signed Today But 
Turkish Delegates Have 
Dropped Out of Sight 


PARIS, July 28—If the Turkish dele- 
gates are not detained on their journey 
from Constantinople and arrive in time, 
it is probable that the peace treaty with 
Turkey will be signed at Sevres tomorrow, 
as planned, ‘There t# a possibility, how- 
ever, that Greece may withhold her gsig- 
nature from the treaty for the present be- 
cause of controversy between the Greeks 
and Itallans over the Islands of Podo- 
canese in the Aegean Sea. 

Premier Venizelos, of Greece, is return- 
ing to Paris tomorrow however and the 
belief was expressed in French official 
circles today that the Italo-Greek con- 
troversy would be settled in time for the 
signing. 

The difficulty that loomed largely this 
evening was the fact that the Turkish 
delegation had not ‘put in un appearance, 
and that its whereabouts did not appear to 
be known. The delegation was reported 
to have left Bucharest on a train that 
sbould have brought it to Paris this morn- 
ing. Nothing has been heard of the Turk-

Something has happened to 
this country’s foreign trade. Just 
what it is, and what it involves, 
may be gathered from the follow- 
ing table, which shows the value 
of the imports and exports during 
the first three months of the cur- 
rent fiscal year and during the 
corresponding quarter of each of 
the three preceding years :—'

1917 ...$291,919,000 $330,488,000 
1918 ... 231,391,000 258,673,000 
1919 ...'200,615,000 244,096,000 
1920 ... 346,308,000 237,236,000 

Most people admit without pres- 
sure and without apolegy that 
they do not enthuse over trade 
statistics. They are not to be 
blamed for that, especially when 
the statistics do not lead to pleas- 
ant conclusions. However, it is 


sometimes wise to give heed to 
| unpleasant things lest worse be- 


fall; and if the table reproduced 
means what it seems to mean the 
people of Canada will either have 
to change their ways voluntarily 
in the near future or they will 
chahge them under compulsion 
and in’sorrow later on. 

For one thing, this table shows 
that during the three months 
from the beginning of April to 
the end of June Canadians bought 
346 million dollars worth of goods 


“abroad and sent abroad 237 mil- 
Slion dollars worth of goods to pay 
‘for them. That is to say, we were 
‘as a nation 109 million dollars 


farther in debt to the outside 
world at the beginning of the 
present month than we _ were 
ninety days earlier. Bringing it 
down to details, this works out at 
about thirteen dollars per head 
of the population, or at 52 dollars 
per head per year. It is hardly 
needful to add that no nation can 
keep on that road indefinitely, nor 
can keep it long and travel at 
such a pace. At the end of the 
road lies bankruptey;* but hard 
times will check the pace, if noth- 
ing else does, long before the end 
is reached. 

Another disquieting fact that 
stands out from the table is that 
our production for export is fall- 
ing, and has been doing so for two 
years. True, the decline is not 
rapid; the figures for the last 
quarter show only a falling off 
of 7 millions as compared to last 
year and of 21 millions as com- 
pared to the year before that, But 
the point is that this is a time 
when production should be going 
up, not going down, For we have 


eh | ‘‘eraze’’ for luxuries, 


And for what are we thus dis- 
counting the future? Partly, no 
doubt, because things which 
could and should be made in Can- 
ada are not being made here and 
have to be brought in from other 
countries. To the extent to which 
this has swelled the imports there 
has been a positive falling off in 
the production for home consump- 
tion—as there has been for ex- 
port. If and to what extent we 
now buy abroad what was former- 
ly produced at home, it is be- 
cause the home factories and 
farms and mines are not produc- 
ing as they did. 

But the main cause of the in- 
crease in imports is the popular 
It is not 
the importation of plows that is 
boosting the trade balance against 
us, but the endless procession of 
automobiles that is streaming over 
the border. There is no use blink- 
ing the fact that we are living in 
a pleasure-mad age. Self-denial 
is at a discount. Thrift is not a 
national characttristic. What 
people want they get—whatever 
the price. And of course wages 
and profits and prices have tu go 
up all round the ring to keep 
pace with the cost of high living. 
But the worst feature is that we 
are not—as a nation—paying for 
the iuxuries; we are buying them 
on ‘ tick’; and selling ourselves 
into slavery to pay for them. 

There is only one conclusion pos- 
sible from these figures, and we 
may as well face the facts can- 
didly. Canada is not holding its 
place in the industrial line. It is 
giv'ug ground at.a time when it 
should be gaining. It is throw- 
ing away the greatest opportunity 
that ever came to it. Wages are 
going up, prices are going up, the 
standard of living is going up, 
profits are going up; everything 1s 
going up but production. And 
that is not even standing normal; 
it is going down. The thing tan 
not go on forever. *

There is a still more startling 
disclosure. While we sent 7 mil- 
lion dollars worth less goods 
abroad during the quarter year 
than we did a year ago, we bought 
abroad 146 million dollars worth 
more, While we are selling less 
we are buying more, fifty per cent 
more than last year. The outcome 
of that process surely needs no 
elaboration, Ji means the still 
further depreciation of the Can- 
adian dollar abroad, , It means 
that we are piling up debts, in- 


Poland at. the same time. It is to

Seemingly the Governments of 
Britain and France have come to 
the conclusion that it is time to 
call a halt in the process of sacri- 
ficing friends at the request of 
enemies, and to establish ,the prin- 
ciple that they will both stand to- 
gether and stand by their associ- 
ates. It was high time that that 
declaration of a positive Allied 
policy was made. It can have only 
one effect, that of reassuring all 
the Allied states that it is to their 
interests to preserve a solid front 
until the turmoil has subsided and 
national affairs have been restored 
on a permanent basis.

states in attendance—receives no en- 
thusiastic endorsement by the London |
